F172 Shimgo in a recent issue expresses 
sorrow for China because she has grossly 
miscalculated Japanese character In supposing 
that her clumsy intrigues io Korea would be 
regarded with indifference by the Japanese 
nation. Alarmed by the news of the despatch 
of a powerlul force by Japan, the Middle 
Kingdom tried in vain to persuade the Japanese 
Minister in Korea to des{at from entering Seoul. 
Her repeated ‘applications to the Japanese 
Government for the withdrawal of the Japanese 
troops have also been positively rejected. She 
may request the good offices of some third Power 
to mediate between herself and Japan, but this 
empire, says our contemporary, will never with- 
draw ite troops so long as their presence in the 
peninsula Is deemed necessary. Such being 
Japan's atthude, China’s usual diplomacy will 
not serve her purpose In the present Instance. 
Will she fight ? She must know that sbe has 
been forestalled by Japan. from the very outset, 
and that there is little hope of success for her 
in arms. It {s Interesting, says the F477, to 
watch the movements of the Chinese Govern- 
ment under these clrcumstances. 


A POWERFUL battleship, which the Thames 
Tronworks are now constructing for the Japanese 
Government, is to be named the Fuji Yama, 
after the celebrated Japarese mountain, The 
vessel will be of the Royal Soverefgn type, and 
wlil have 2 displacement of 12,250 tons, while 
the total coal capacity will be 3,100 tons. The 
armour belt is to be 226 feet long and 18 to 16 
inches thick. The two barbettes will be plated 
with rath, armour, and each carrying two 12in. 
breechloading guns; while the other armament 
of the vessel el conslat of ten 6{n. quick-firing 
guns in casemates and twenty-four smaller 
Hotchktss-quick-firers. There will stro te six 
torpedo ejectors, The engines, which are to be 
ttlple expansion and 14,009 horse-power, will bo 
constructed by Messrs, Humphreys, Tennant, and 
Co,, of Deptford, the bollers being of the usual 

lindrical type. The spoed of the vessct will be 
elghteen knots, The Japanese Government 
have had the constructlan of two powerful aimour- 
clads under consideration for about seven years, 
and a commission was appointed to visit the 
various shipbuilding establishments of Europe 
aud America, but {t was finally decided to place 
the orders tn England, one at London and: the 
other at Newcastle, without fnvitiog Continental 
firms to tendes. ‘ ,

The following Is ao free translation of A pro. 
clamatlon issued by Gowcrmor Slr William 
Robfnson on the roth {natant:— ‘ 


“Whereas a number of evil-diaposed persons 
are spreading false reports retting forth that 
houses, condemned by the authoritles as unfil 
for human habitation in Tal-ping-shan and other 
parts of the Colony, will be destroyed by fire, 
and thatno compensation will be allowed the 
owners of such property, be it known therefore 
that therels no troth in such reports. All 
Broperty which may in the future be lawfally 
destroyed will te valued beforehand, and the 
owners thereof will be. pald the amount of the 
valuators! awards in aii cates, No property will 
be destroyed unlesa there ia very good reason 
for such action, The people should not believe 
such unreasonable rumours,” 

Aa we go to press we hear that the Permanent 
Committee of the Sanitary Board have replied 
to the Government, withdrawing thelr objections

Smn,—We visited the Temporary Plague 
Hospital at Lat-chl-kok at 4.30 p.m. on July 7th, 
Site.—The yamen now used asa hospital is 
situated on the sea front, at the afde of a hill, 
with a fresh-water stream flowing beside ft, It 
Is on a-plece of ground closely adjoining the 
land immediately under the jurladiction of the 
Chinese Maritine Customs, at the Lat-chi-kok 
station, open to the sea breeze and sheltered 


from the evening sun. The approach is bya) 


lengthy bamboo fetty, : 

Autidings.—The hospital consists of a com- 
medious two-storled brick bullding neatly 
finished, with large windows, tiled courtyard 
surrounded by outhouses, well floored and roofed, 
and generally after the style of a Chinese yAmen, 

Wards,—~The ground and upper flcore of the 
main building are used as warde, the floor of the 
former being tiles, the lattes wood, 


’ The general plan of each is # large central 
room with two smaller flanking apartments. 

The other rooms are utilised as dwellings for 
the Doctors, store room for drugs,, another for 
food, another for preparing drugs (pharmacy), 
coffin room, coolte quarters, Kitchen, etc. The 
whole building {x surrounded by a high brick 
wall (part of thin has been blown down, but is 
Immediately to be repaired) which completely 
Isolates it from the surrounding country, ‘The 
entrance |p guarded by soldiers. 

Managementi—We were received by the 
Principal Doctor and accompanted by others, all 
of whom evinced every desire to show us every: 
thing and expressed themselves as willing to 
catry ont any suggestions we might inake. The. 
wards on the ground floor are given up to men. 
They are tiled, quite dry and clean, well 
ventilated, as they open on to the sem!-covered 
courtyard, : 1 

The beds were elevated 2 feet obowdt the fleor, 
ware 4} feet wide, supported on trestles, clean, 
covered with matting, and supplied with a 
Dianket; in fact the usual Chinese bed as used 
at Dr, Kert's Hospital, Canton, and at the 
Kennedy-towa Hospitals.” 

‘The upper wards were -slmilarly furnished, 
the large open windows and verandah affording 
ample ventilation, ‘ : 

‘We took the dimensions roughly of the large 
Upper ward and found it measured about 1,296 
aguaro feet and 20,350 cubic feet, giving to exch 
of the 18 patients {t held 72-feet of floor and 
over 1,100 cub{o feet of air space. This com- 

ares favourably with the allowance In home 

ospitals, particularly taking into consideration 
rapid changes of the contalhed air, owing to 
freo ventilation: Saucers of chlorlde of lime 
were plarod at the foot of every second bed, 
whilst for those patients able to move closet 
accommodation !s provided outelde the wards, 
for others buckets are brought fn, 

Paitentt.~The whole number of patients 
under treatment was 58, vis, men 28, women 
‘and chi'dren 30, Six patients had been sent to 
Canton to-day.

Graves.—The cemetery is situated on high 
ground in.a ravine about three-quarters of a mile 
from the hospital, ina totally different watershed 
from that supplying the hospital or that sald to 
supply H.M. ships, The number of barlals has 
been 148, and there !s ample rcom, without 
encroaching on any other watershed, for at leant 
double that number. We saw eight graves ready

There sre mounds 
of carth and scds over these graves between 2 
and 2 feet high, ‘The explanation given of the 
Insofficient depth of the first made graves was 
that owing ton prohibition as to burial by the 
Customs officals, kodies accumulated, and in 
consequence the lnterments were harried. This 
fs excasable, as fo all epidemics “rashes” will 
occur ; even our burials’ were not as efficiently 
provided for at first ax they now are. We saw 
heaps and baskets of lime in the graveyard 
and were told that sixty cattles Ie ward, {0 
accordance with Chitese custom, around each 
coffin, rich men belng provided with # much 
larger quantity, ; 

All the graves are numbered,: and mott bave 
headstones, of which many will be bullt up with 
cement, , 

A stream flowa down the ravine considerably 
below and a good distance from the graveyard. 
On the allovial Jand at its embouchure some 
vegetables, but mostly rice is grown, Considering 
the relation of the graves to the stream and the 
Nature of the soll, we doubt ff any contamination 
of these {s likely to ensue. 


It may fairly be questioned whether we do not 
caln as much as we lose in the case of every 
plagae corpse buried outside the limita of this 
sland,

To our surprise, we found the general sanitary 
conditions to be good, ap wo were led to belleva 
that this hospital was io the same filthy and 
dlaguatirg condition as the Glassworks Hospital 
bad been, It was quite the opposlte—the wards 
were clean and well ventilated, and also well 
lighted by windows, and there was nothing 
approaching overcrowding. There was an 
abundance of disinfectants of different kinds—~ 
Jeye's fluid, chloride of Hime and carbplic aeid— 
which were belng freely used, i 

There were Go patients in hospital at the time 
of our viait, Each had « separate bed, which 
was clean and comfortable, and: the patients 
appeared to be fairly well attended to and quite 
contented, There were three Chinese. doctors 
and a great miny assistants to look after them, 

The excreta were removed by moans of closed 
buckets, and tho system wor! satisfactorily, 
There was a total abicoce of any unpleasant 
emell jn the wards, ane 

‘Wo were shows a large supply of new heépltal 
clothing, which our wade rE stv 
tntended tar a dally change for the patlents, 

‘In fine, contrary to our expectations, we found 
the sanitaty condition of this hospital ‘to be just 
as good, in eur opinion, an that of the Kennedy.

{mports and exports the value of which exceeded 
by more than « million tons ‘those of any other 
port in the world—about a million tons ahead of 
London and one and a half millions ahead of. 
Liverpool! In this port, then, no difference wan 
made between Sunday and any other ‘day. 
While the evil was evident the cure. was not so 
simple. In the first place, to pass a Inw would 
te ludicrous i# a. place where, out of 230,000 
people 200,000 were non-Christians, who, with 
a wery bare means of Hvellhood, would have 
been deprived of one day's wages in the 
week, and: so bring, them to something like 
starvation. As they were not Christiars, more- 
over, they would not have. had any: respect 
for the day, and they would have adopted 
the only means of jecreation a Chinaman had 
—tither to gamble or smoke opium. So they 
would ses such a course would do a good 
deal of harm instead of good. Itwas exceedingly 
ficult to devise a measure which would give 
Christians the destred reliefand at the seme time 
do ro barm. He was bound to say that he was 
hot what might be called a strict Sabbatarian, 
for his experience showed that ower-performance 
In this respect led to more barm than good. It 
was because the British sallore were suffering 
from this custom—they had no day upon which 
they could rest from thefp Jabours and go to 
church if they so desired. ‘At first it“ seemed 
almost {mpossible to . devise ‘any practical 
teasure against the tremendously strong oppoal- 
Hon the sllghtest suggestion regarding Sunday 
labour would ratse in the colony. However, on 
hla way beck to Hongkong from England a 
means cecurred to him—or was suggested 
by which the end in view would be attatned 
without causing ony severe suffering, Had the 
whole of the mercantile community been against 
ft, although be still could bave made the law, 
he would not have done so, for be felt it would be 
scarcely justifiable under the circumstances,
